Dr. Frederick A. Cook first be- 


came internationally known in 1909, 
when, upon arriving in Copenhagen 
from a trip into the far north, he 
announced that he had discovered 
the North Pole. His story waj ac- 
cepted as true and he was received 
there with high honors. 


Upon returning to this country 


Dr. Cook published reports of his 
journey 
and 
wide 
credence 
was

Since then his claims have been 
disputed, 
and 
he ultimately waa 


branded as a faker, but in 
the 


meantime he was the recipient of 
many honors. He was made presi- 
dent of the Explorers club. New 
York, and a member of the Kings

National 
Geographical socie- 


ties. the American Ethnological so- 
ciety, the American Alpine Club and 
lesser organizations. 


Dr. Cook was graduated with ft

Peary 
Antartic 
expedition.

years later he led a party up tha

surgpon to the Belgian Antartic ex- 
pedition and as a result he receiv- 
ed numerous decorations including; 
the 
Order 
of Leopold, the gold 


medals of the Belgian Royal So- 
ciety and the Municipality of Brus- 
sels, and the silver medal of thfl 
Belgian Royal Geographical society. 


Attain yielding to the lure oi tbe 


North, Dr. Cook, In 1903, under- 
took an .expedition to reach the 
summit of Mt. McKlnley, the high- 
est. point on the American conti- 
nent, more than 20,000 feet above 
the sea level. The expedition failed 
but 
iii 190G he financed another 


and this time he claimed to have 
been successful. 


It was three years later that he 


announced his claim to have reach- 
ed the North Pole. 


Dr. Cook has written volumin- 


ously for magazines along the lines 


of 
ethnology, anthropology, 
geo- 


graphy and other sciences from his 
observations in the Arctic and Ant- 
arctic. He was the author of several 
books, 
including 
"Through 
the 


First Antarctic Night." In 1913 and 
1014 he lectured in this country 
and in England, but led a life of 
comparative retirement • until 
ha 


came to Fort Worth in 1919, 
and 


went into the oil business.
